to admit our weakness and unworthi- 
ness. To excuse our failures because 
of the tedious and monotonous grind- 
ing of denominational wheels is to 
admit that we are merely tools. To 
ignore our failures by saying “give 
us time” is to chant the meaningless 
Dodger slogan of “wait ‘til next 
year.” When next year came, the 
Brooklyn fans had lost their team to 
Los Angeles. 

We must confess our failures and 
hurry to correct them. Only then will 
the pain subside. ®
